Ree Request for Special Session 


The Division of Community and Economic Development respectfully requests that the Common 
Council hold a special session on Tuesday, October 15, 1996, to allow the introduction of resolutions 
conceming the McMillen Park Apartments project. 


The City wishes to enter into a loan agreement with the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) to obtain funds to allow a non-profit organization to purchase the McMillen Park 
Apartments. The new owner of the property would repay the City (principal and interest) and the City 
would repay HUD on an annual basis. The primary security HUD would have to ensure payment 
would be the City’s annual Community Development Block Grant. In addition, the City (and HUD) 
would have a mortgage on the property to secure our interest. 


Council action will be required to enter into the loan agreement with HUD, and to enter into the 
mortgage agreement with the non-profit. Both of these actions will be resolutions. 


Unfortunately, there have been unavoidable delays in the preparation of the necessary documents. 
However, in order to move this project forward in a timely manner, we will need to have final action 
taken by Common Council on October 22, 1996. Therefore, it is necessary for both introduction and 
committee session to occur on October 15.
